A tankman with tho Gfith 
Division, he found himself in a 
bed next to that of a soldier who 
was bent double with paralysis in- 
duced by his battle experiences. 
Primak offered to try hypnotism, 
he relates, and the offer was ac- 
cepted. When the soldier came out 
of the hypnotic trance which Pri 
mak achieved, he had overcome 
his trouble.
